While stating that 
Israel was “the center of imperial- 
ist intrigue,” the resolution ranged 
itself against the recent UN deci- 
‘sion internationalizin meee A 
number of Jewish delegates indi- 
cated onposition to this section in 
off-the-Aoor discussion and appar- 
ently abstained from voting. The 
redrafted version went through 
without floor debate. 

A vigorous discussion from the 
floor on the party's farm program 
was touched off by a speech of 
Fred Stover, president, lowa Farm- 
ers Union. 

Stover charged that farmers 
were saddled with a bi-partisan 
‘arm program that robbed them of 
full parity for their farm products. 

Numerous delegates took the 
floor to stress the insufficient atten- 
tion of the party to the problem of 


farmers.
